C h ic a g o , January 18th.—An inquest was 
begun to-day on the body of Lucy Heidel-

K rug, who died recently under circum ­ 
stances which caused a suspicion that she 
had been poisoned by her stepfather in or­ 
der to obtain the life insurance held by her. 
W ithin two years Krug had three wives, 
each of whom was insured and died myste­ 
riously. At the inquest, to-day a relative of 
the deceased, Miss belionstein. testified that 
on Monday, when the body of Krug's step­ 
daughter was laid out in the front room, 
K rug called witness aside in an adjoining 
apartm ent and asked her to m arry him, 
and when she refused, be said : 
" You 
m ust, for I will m ake you. 
i»r. M. G. Kellner testified th at be had 
been calied to attend the deceased on 
Christm as. 
He was toid that she was suf­ 
fering from rheum atism , and h - prescribed 
for th at m alady. 
The next day lie made a 
critical diagnosis, and was surprised to ob­ 
serve m arked symptoms of lead poisoning. 
H e asked K rug if the patient had eater, any 
canned fruit, and m entioned the possibility 
of poisoning from that source. 
Krug re­ 
plied that no fruits had been eaten, and 
gave the doctor such argum ents that from 
that m om ent witness grew suspicious. lie 
ciuietly began an antidotal treatm ent for 
lead poisoning, and i he girl w is improving, 
when, on December 31st, he urged that she 
b etak en to a hospital. 
At this juncture 
witness was notified'by K rug that his se:v- 
ices were no longer desired. 
Dr. John Simpson sustained the sensa­ 
tional interest that this testim ony was rap­ 
idly developing. 
H e had bei n 'called to 
attend the third Mrs. Krug, and prescribed 
for m alarial fever, from which it appeared 
she was s u lf e r i D g . 
The next day Krug no­ 
tified him that another physician had been 
engaged. The m edicine prescribed had not 
been given the woman, though she was in 
great agony. 
W itness concluded before 
leaving that the case was one of accidental 
arsenical poisoning, but as it was in the 
hands of the family physician, a thoroughly 
com petent gentleman, there was no appa­ 
rent necessity for interfering. 
T he inquest was here adjourned until 
Monday. 
During the proceeding* Krug 
had been quietly taken into custody and 
officers dispatched to hi3 residence, where 
all articles of a suspicious nature were lev­ 
ied upon. 
The rem ains of the dead girl 
will be removed from the vault at St. Boni­ 
face Cemetery and subjected to a thorough 
scientific exam ination. 
K rug's appearance 
on the stand at the outset of the exam ina­ 
tion created a rather favorable impression, 
except for the fact that he was excessively 
nervous.

N ew Y o r k , January 14th.—The im port­ 
ance of the coal-handlers strike has not 
been exaggerated in the least. 
The state of 
affairs in New York, Brooklyn and New 
England is desperate. A careful canvass of 
the large buiidiDgs down town where large 
quantities of coal are used shows that the 
sam e condition exists as in the poorer dis­ 
tricts. They are all running short. The 
engineer of the Equitable building said they 
had enough to last them about four days. 
If they cannot get any more the engines 
m ust stop. 
The Mutual building has also 
four days' supply, while the m ills of Field, 
Morse, Potter and Temple have a day or 
two longer supply. 
All the gas companies 
are in about the same condition, while the 
electric light companies have about two 
weeks’ supply on hand. 


BUSINESS NEARLY PA RA LYZED . 
At the Coal Exchange there was very lit­ 
tle business done yesterday. 
Those who 
have large contracts are desperate, for the 
supply is almost gone. The other dealers 
who supply the trade have watched their 
supply grow less each day, and none of 
th em b eliev e the strike will be settled for 
some time. 
One coal broker said : 
There 
are now on the outside dozens of families 
w ho are unable to get coal, and who are de­ 
pendent upon w hat little wood they can 
pick up for warm th. 
One family was 
found on Cherry street who had been out 
of coal for two days because their grocer 
had none and no one would trust them till 
Saturday.”

T h e U p p e r T a b le 
K o ck D u m p e d in to 
H o rs e s h o e F a lls . 
C h ica g o, January 14th.—The Times' Ni­ 
agara Falls special of January 13th says: 
That portion of the rugged bank nearest 
the Horseshoe fails, on the Canada side, 
and known as U pper Table Kock, fell at 
m idnight last night with a deafening crash 
that was heard and the concussion felt 
miles away. Thousands of tons of solid 
rock fell into the gorge below, and with it 
hundreds of tons of ice. 
The exact posi­ 
tion Of the break is between the Prospect 
House and tbe Great Horseshoe falls, just 
above the old table rock and next to the 
spiral stairway leading to the path behind 
the sheet of water. The Government's iron 
railing for over 150 feet was carried away. 
It is at this very spot that ait visitors stand 
to get a view. The formation of the preci­ 
pice is now entirely changed. One can now 
stand on the bank above and see behind 
the heavy sheet of water into the dark 
chasm. The greatest 'curiosity is m ani­ 
fested by villagers and tourists, and throngs 
of people are moving to the spot. A mass 
of limestone and slate 100 feet in length by 
about 00 feet in width and 170 ieet deep is 
piled in a heaping mass below. The sup­ 
posed cause of the rock giviug way is low 
water, steady freezing weather for the past 
three weeks, and the heavy weight of accu­ 
m ulated ice.

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HOME UFE IN MEXICO. 


PECULIAR 
ADOBE 
HOUSE 
OF 
MOORISH ARCHITECTURE.

M exico, Ja n u ary 14. 1387. 
In the architecture and furnishing of 
Mexican houses there is no such variety as 
in most other countries—one casa of the 
better class being alm ost an exact counter­ 
part of thousands of others. 
Since there 
is scarcely any m iddle class between pa­ 
tricians and parvenus, the contrast between 
the abodes of the poor and those of upper- 
tendom is great indeed. 
The former are 
the merest jacal:: (pronounced hock-alls), 
hovels in which a respectable jackal would 
disdain to live—in the lowlands made of 
wiid-cane stalks, thatched with dried grass 
or Spanish dagger leaves, or adobe huts 
in the higher altitudes, where the nights 
are chilly. In fact the universal building 
m aterial of .all classes except the Indians of 
the tierra caliente, is adobe—hut that in the 
construction of patrician homes isas differ­ 
ent from the sun-dried mud of the parvenus, 
as the ‘ greaser” differs from the ansto 
cratic Mexican. 
No other kind of houses would answer as 
well in this climate as those that prevail 
am one the upper classes, for the walls of 
solid clay, from three to eight feet thick, 
keep out heat as well as cold and preserve 
an even tem perature within, despite blazing 
noons, chilly nights, and the dampness of 
the long rainy season. 
The flats roofs are 
also o f’adobe, laid thick above ponderous 
beams, with gutters around the edge and 
queer little water-spouts projecting, often 
in the form of gargoyles. 


T H E OUTER WALLS 
Arc generally tinted 
paie blue 
yellow, 
pin t or gray—with “ dado 
decorations of 
darker color, and often with elaborate 
stucco adornm ents over doors and win­ 
dows. The adobe foundation is thickly 
plastered w ith u line cem ent which resem­ 
bles polished marble, and in tim e renders 
them alm ost indestructible, coat alter cout 
being added as the years go by. Occasion­ 
ally, as in M onterey and other northern 
cities, one sees 
what we call 
‘ calico 
houses'1—i. e.. those painted all over 
outside 
in 
regular patterns, 
precisely 
like 
printed 
calico: 
while 
in 
the 
south—notably in Puebla, where tiies are 
m anufactured—m any rasas are a perfect 
mosaic of Dutch and China plaques, more 
Moorish .ban anything in Morocco. 
Outside the larger cities few houses are 
m ore than one story in bight, the vast m a­ 
jority of homes having neither cellar nor 
" up stairs." 
The casas ot well-to-do Mex­ 
icans are of vast extent, as compared to the 
average house in the United States, the 
low walls being built close to the street 
and all around the garden, leaving in the 
center an unroofed court, or patio, with 
which everyone ot the num berless rooms 
communicates. 
In those rare cases where 
the house is of two, or even three stories, 
the apaitm ents of each door open upon a 
corridor, which surrounds this inner court 
—the pillared corridor being gay w ith 
awnings, hammocks and trailing vines, 
and tne court beautiful w ith fountains, 
fruits and flowers. 
The idea of strict seclusionjfor respectuble 
females—transm itted, no doubt, through 
the Moorish blood of the cotufuistadores—ui 
still so strong in Mexico that the higher 
the caste the more carefully is all trace of 
family life secluded from the public view, 
and the more difficult it is for foreigners 
to gain access to the interior. 
All the win­ 
dows are securely barred, like those of 
prisons, having stout wooden poles or per­ 
pendicular roo» of iron before them, wnile 
the one great door—leading into the court 
and thence to the rooms’of the casa—is 
kept carefully locked and bolted, the cheer­ 
less blank walls presented to the street tell­ 
ing no tale3 of family life w ithin. The 
traveler fresh from the United States, ac­ 
customed to the pretty front gardens or 
green lawns, open doors and accessible 
homes of the North, is apt to rail against 
these southern customs, which baffle his 
curiosity and defy his inquisitiveness at 
every turn. 
But. beyond a doubt, these 
ways are wiser for the Mexiennoe.. The 
free-and-easy customs which work well 
enough among even-tem pered people of 
colder climates, would be ruinous for this 
hot-biooded, jealous and turbulent race. 


M EXICAN 
W INDOWS 
Are peculiar institutions. They reach al­ 
most from floor to ceiling, are wide as 
church doors, and—the walls being so 
thick—afford am ple room for placing chairs 
w ithin their sightly recesses, wherein the 
family are wont to congregate during the 
cooi of the day. Comparatively few casas 
luxuriate in w illow -glass, for, as the duty- 
on that substance is little less than robbery, 
the vast majority dispense w ith it altogeth­ 
er. The windows have heavy inside shut­ 
ters—not furnished w ith movable slats like 
those to which Northeners are accustomed, 
but of solid wood, opening in the middle, 
both ways, like the door of a oarn. 
As 
shades are not possible, owing to their 
peculiar construction, the only means by 
which a degree of privacy may be secured 
when the household m achinery is not on 
exhibition, is to close the lower half of the 
siiutters; the Inquisitive outsiders, with 
curiosity sharpened by the evident attem pt 
to conceal something, frequently climb up 
and gaze persistently over the to p 1 
Mexi­ 
cans seem to entertain the idea that w in­ 
dows were made to look out of, as well as 
to look in at, and it is a m atter of daily 
occurrence for men, women and children 
of the gamin order, including peddlers and 
professional beggars, to congregate outside 
the bars and stand calm ly staring in at us 
by the hour. 
The first sight of these barred windows 
strikes the stranger in Mexico rather un­ 
pleasantly. and he is apt to fancy him self 
in prison behind them , with his iron bed­ 
stead and brick floor tor suitable accesso­ 
ries. In time, however, he realizes not only 
the convenience but the necessity of them, 
and by and by he feels an uneasy sense of 
insecurity if by some rare chance he finds 
him self not thus protected. 
The greater 
portion of Mexico is a land of perpetual 
sum m er, where windows m ust be open both 
night and day, and these gratings cannot 
be “ picked" like locks, 
or noiselessly- 
cut like panes of glass. 
But though one 
m ay sleep here in perfect security without 
closing a shutter, it is well to move one’s 
effects from too close proximity- to the win­ 
dows, for the ladrones have a habit of 
throw ing in ropes with hooks attached and 
dextrously drawing out even your gar­ 
ment", from which practice perhaps origi­ 
nated the Texan slang word 


“ H O O K IN G ," 
For stealing. 
It is only justice to add that 
there is far less thieving going on in Mex­ 
ico, in proportion to population, than in 
our own country, for the influence of 
Rom an Catholicism is param ount, espe­ 
cially among the poorest classes. 
1 venture 
to assert that with all your spring bolts and 
careful precautions to bring in even the 
door-mats at nightfall, there is more steal­ 
ing done in any northern city in a single 
day than in all Mexico in a year's time. 
During the sum m er season, these wide, 
cool windows, with their deep ledges and 
protecting bars, are as pleasant as pictur­ 
esque. and afford most delightful nooks 
from which to safely observe the life of the 
streets ; but when long, chilly rains come 
on (and sometimes they have some little 
snow in the higher altitudes), the absence 
of window-glass is a great discomfort, for 
to close the shutters entirely means total 
darkness w ithin. 
In Saltillo. Zacatecas, 
and other m ountain sections, a few weeks 
in the year are really cold—yet in ail Mex­ 
ico scarcely a stove or grate can be found, 
or other provision for m aking a fire, except 
the cooking arrangement of the kitchen. 
D uring the “ winter of their discontent," all 
the family, from oldest to youngest, wrap 
themselves to the eyes in 
rebosos and 
sarapes, enrl their feet up under them, and 
possess their souls in patience—for having 
never known no other mode of life, no­ 
body dream s of the possibility of m aking 
him self more comfortable. 
Wooden floors are alm ost unknow n in 
Mexico, honses being paved w ith large 
square bricks, or with cement which looks 
(ike nolisheJ stone. 
W oole# carpets are 


not much indulged in, except perhaps an i 
occasional strip or rug. There is 
A NATIVE CAEPET 
Made from the worn fiber of the maguey, 
m uch resembling hem p—which is painted 
by hand, usually a rose-pink ground with 
dashes of green, purple and yellow. 
It is 
as durable as iron, and, strange to say, the 
delicate colors are fadeless. There is also a 
pretty and substantial m atting of Indian 
manufacture, made of shredded palrn- 
leaves. colored and br ided into squares of 
varying sizes. These are called petates, and 
are cool, clean and suitable to the climate. 
But really these tiled or cemented floors— 
especially the latter, which are usually a 
pale-grav color or tinted strawberry -red— 
are too beautiful to be hidden by any stilt - 
figured covering. Bare floors are far more 
appropriate in this insect-breeding latitude, 
besides being more beaiihtui and cleanly. 
It m ust be confessed, however, that they 
are not without disadvantages. So much 
saltpeter enters into the composition of the 
cement that it retains dampness eternally, 
and. owing to daily ablutions, is seldom 
perfectly dry. 
Mexican brooms are prim i­ 
tive contrivances—a bunch of shredded 
paim-leaves, or broom-coru. tied together 
w ithout a handle : mops there are none, 
and a servant never attempts to sweep 
w ithout first deluging the premises. 
How- l 
ever hot the days, v.e have generally chilly ! 
nights and one feels like going to bed in 
one’s boots, rather than put bare feet upon 
floors that are as cold as tombstones or the 
charity of the world. 
Every Mexican 
house has its 
SALA DE RECIBO, 
(Reception room) of more or less magnifi­ 
cence. 
It may not contain m uch furniture, 
but is always the largest rootu in the house, 
generally of imm ense proportions, being 
long and narrow like a town hall. The 
asthetic beauty of its softly-tinted halls, 
painted with fresco outlines, or the natural 
grayish plasters left unadorned, contrasted 
with the floor of shining cement or dark 
red tiles, is extrem ely pleasing to the eye. 
The Mexican “ house-mother," according 
to the sweet German rendering of the 
word, has other ideas than ours in the 
arrangement of her furniture. There are 
always straight rows of chairs and sofas, 
standing stiffly all around the great room, 
as if set for a funeral or a " lodge meet­ 
ing. Though there are few occasions in 
life (or death 
when such a surprising 
num ber of seats could be required, the 
family feels itself poor indeed who does 
not possess a sufficient num ber of them to 
extend in an unbroken line around the en­ 
tire circuit of the sala. 
Into each corner of tne room a triangular 
table i-, tilted ; and in the center is a large 
one, with a row of em oty vases and alleged 
ornam ents in glass and china, ranged at 
regular distances straight around the outer 
edge. This m bit is generally covered with 
a large erotcheted or knitted spread, which 
sweeps the floor. 
It represents a vast ex­ 
penditure ot precious eye sight and hu n ­ 
dreds of spools of line thread, for the m is­ 
tress of the manse began it when a child 
and finished it only in tim e for her wed­ 
ding. Of necessity, there is a lack of all 
those little ornam ents which American la­ 
dies so delight in—brackets, easels, bric-a- 
brac. etc.—because hore the demands of the 
Custom-house on all such articles p!a<'e 
them beyond the reach of any but them ost 
wealthy. 
Each corner table.’ how ever. -Iks 
that in the center, is loaded with g.ass 
lamps and china vases. 
Huge bouquets of 
paper flowers sometimes enter into the dec­ 
orations. but blossoms made bv mother 
nature are seldom seen within doors. Chro- 
mos and engravings appear but sparingtv. 
if at ali. because the duties on them render 
pictures extremely expensive—a chrdtno 
dreadful enough to set one's teeth on edge, 
which m ight be bought, frame and alt. for 
a conple of dollars iu any other countrv, 
here costs as much as a decent oil uainting. 
At the extrem e end of the sala de recibo, 
farthest from the entrance, precisely the 
same arrangem ent o f furniture is found in 
every house—a rug or square of carpet, 
witli two Sines of chair, placed

Upon it. This tittle island in tue sea of 
the b:g. bare room is bounded on the farther 
side by the sofa against the w ail; and to 
this particular spot guests are conducted 
with great ceremony on entering, for here 
the hostess concentrates all her social forces. . 
as the conductors of spiritual seances and 
revival meetings understand the art of 
doing. 
A meat deal of visiting goes on in Mexico, 
for the delicate señoritas, never having been 
taught to attend any of the household af­ 
fairs. nor educated in the love of books be­ 
yond a few superficial accomplishments, 
naturally 
find 
life 
rather 
m onoton­ 
ous. 
A 
book 
is 
seidoii 
read— 
unless it 
be 
a religious book—and a 
newspaper 
never, 
for 
paterfamilias i 
does 
not 
encourage 
such 
dangerous j 
habits in the female members of his family, j 
fearing it might lead to “ strong-m inded"! 
tendencies and the pernicious indepeudenae * 
of American women—which vices be re­ 
gards with holy horror. 
To bis m ind 
ignorance is bliss ior-tbe softer sex. and the > 
smsilcst taste of “ the tree of good an d : 
evil " would he a m isfortune as greatly to 1 
be deplored as in the days of Eve. 
He will i 
tell you that in him self is vested the wis­ 
dom of the family, and that it is not good 
for women to know more than their relig­ 
ious duties and how to become obedient 
wives and loving mothers. 
H e is thor­ 
oughly convinced that further knowledge 
will destroy her greatest charm —that of 
entire dependence and gentle submission— 
rendering her instead cranky, discontented 
and hard to control. And I am not sure 
but he is correct iu his views.

It is m y opinion that 
we can overcome both these pests without 
serious expense or loss. For scale on pear 
trees 1 use clear refined coai oil. with a 
spray pum p for large trees, and a brush for 
sinail trees. If used thoroughly, it will 
destroy the scale completely, and I have 
never seen a tree injured by its use. 
For codlin moth I use I’aris green, an- 
plied when the fruit is fairly set on the 
trees. Two applications will do no harm 
when the fruit is small, and witii cloth or 
paper traps tied around the trunks of the 
trees, and by thorough cultivation, very 
liitl» fruit will lie injured.

Animals get rid of their parasites by 
using dust, mud, clay. etc. Those suffer­ 
ing from fever restrict their diet, keep 
quiet, seek dark, airy places, drink water 
and sometimes plunge into it. W hen a 
dog has lost its appetite it eats th at species 
of grass known us dog's grass, which acts 
as an emetic and a purgative. Cats also 
eut gra-3._ Sheep and cows, when ill. seek 
out certain herbs. 
An anim al .suffering 
from chronic rheum atism always keeps, as 
far as possible, in the sun. The warrior 
ants, have regularly organized ambulances. 
Latreille cut the autennte of the ant. and 
other ants came and covered the wounded 
part with a transparent fluid secreted from 
their m ouths. If a chimpanzee is wounded 
it stops the bleeding by placing its hand on 
the wound or dressing it with leaves and 
grass. 
W hen an anim al has a wounded 
leg or arm hanging on, it completes the 
am putation by means of its teeth. 
A dog, 
on being stung in the muzzle by a viper, 
was observed to plunge its head repeat- 
• Jiy for several days into running water. 
This 
anim al 
eventually recovered. 
A 
«porting dog was run over by a carriage. 
During three weeks in winter it remained 
lying ir. a brook, where its food was taken 
to it 
This anim al recovered. 
A terrier 
hurt its right eye. 
It remained under a 
counter, avoiding light and heat, although 
it habitually kept close to the fire. 
It 
adopted a general treatm ent, rest and absti­ 
nence from food. 
The local treatment 
consisted in licking the upper surface of 
the paw, which it applied to the wounded 
eye ; again licking the paw when it became 
dry. 
Anim als suffering from traum atic 
fever treat themselves by the continued ap­ 
plication of cold water, which M. Delaunay 
considers to be more certain than any of 
the other methods. 
In view of these inter­ 
esting facts, we are, he thinks, forced to ad­ 
m it that hygiene and therapeutics, as prac­ 
ticed by anim als, may, in the interest of 
psychology, be studied with advantage. 
Many physicians have been keen observ­ 
ers of anim als, their diseases and the 
m ethods adopted by them in their instinct 
to cure themselves, and have availed of 
the knowledge so brought nnder their 
observation in their practice.—Picayune.

also very useful. It grows in South Am er­ 
ica and india. 
In Quito it is made into 
cloth. 
The cocoa tree gives the poor In ­ 
dian» bread, water, milk, honey, oil,sugar, 
needles, clothes, 
thread, 
cups, baskets, 
cordage, nails, roof, etc. 
The bread tree of 
the Pacific Islands yields fruit for eight 
m onths of the year. 
Two or three trees 
supply one person with sufficient food. 
It

And on April 15, 1785, at Ripley Church,

the bride 20 years old and Httle more than 
three feet high." 
The record of a marriage

The prejudice 
against cold food ?- perhaps, natural, but 
we carry it too far. 
Milk may lv adm inis­ 
tered in a frozen state, often with posi ive 
advantage.—Philadelphia Call. 
A case is recorded in a German medical 
journal in which an infant we.3 poisoned 
by the lead contained in a cosmetic on the 
Tace of the nurse. The child was five weeks 
old, and was constánlic crying and suffer­ 
ing with i die. its skin was of a dull bluish 
tint Tin- nurse had long been in the habit 
of using a cesmetic which contained a 
large proportion of iead. 
It is stated that 
upon removal of the cause and appropriate 
treatm ent a care was effected in a few days. 
That surgery has reached the si age where 
r.o further advance need be expected, was 
recently expressed as the opinion of Dr.

W ash three roots of celeriac and boil for 
twenty m in u tes; when cool, peel and slice 
th e m ; boil one pjnt of rich m ilk, and, 
when cool, pour it oyer a ttaspoonful of 
m elted butter and beat w ell; add salt and 
a svapcon of cayenne pepper; pour over 
the sliced ceieriac and sim m er for twenty 
m inutes.

A H a l f C e n t u r y ' s L o c o m o t i v e E v o l u ­ 


t i o n . —In a recent address a3 President of 
the British institution of Civil Engineers, 
Edward Woods stated that the locomotives 
of fifty years ago contained the essential 
features of those of to-day, the great im ­ 
provements wrought having been iu con­ 
structive detail. 
The modern engines pos­ 
sess at least four times as great steaming 
power coupled with six-fold weight. Com­ 
pared with a modern 
locomotive, the 
" P lan et" type of 1S.' 2 to 1876 bad. a weight 
of 71 tons instead of 45 tons, a lire-gráte 
area of 7 square feet instead of 20 square 
feet, and a heating surplus Of TOO square 
feet instead of l -ílk) square feet. An almost 
incredible economy of fuel has been ef­ 
fected. 
About fifty years ago, for instance, 
one railway line consum id 12.600 tons per 
annum , while a few years later 7.100 t ins 
sufficed f«>r a considerably greater tr.itli ■ 
The tractive power has been increased five­ 
fold, and all gradients up to 1 in 20 are now 
readily surm ounted. Ordinary speeds have 
considerably increased, yet express and 
special trains run but little faster. In irark- 
luvitig a m istake of the early engineers was 
the use of stone sleepers, m aking a road so 
rigid that rui'-1 were often brokeu. Steel 
has superseded iron for rails, at a present 
cost of only half that of the iron rails in 
1870. while the durability is about three 
tim es as great.

A GLANCE AT SOME ESSAYISTS OP­ 
POSED TO HENRY GEORGE’S UNTEN­ 
ABLE THEORIES. 


It is unite frequently urged by a re­ 
spected contemporary th a t H enry George 
is right “ in the main,” but th a t in some 
tilings he goes too far. 
To just what par­ 
ticular point lie proceeds correctly before 
he begins to pass beyond the boundary of 
right and reason, has not been clearly 
stated by this friend of M r. George’s doc­ 
trines. 
O f one thing, however, we are as­ 
sured by this same authority, nor is there 
any reason to doubt it, th a t Mr. George 
was not the originator of his theory. 
Pre­ 
cisely as true is it th at neither was the 
lamented journalist to whom it is cred­ 
ited. 
Tt is an idea that had its birth far 
back of the generation in which th at intel­ 
ligence was manifest. 
The doctrine that 
all value is the creation of labor is very 
old. 
La Fontaine preached that it was 
the source of all wealth. 
Hesiod, the 
Greek poet, compared “ id le rs” to “ the 
drones which eat up the fruit of the bees 
of labor.” 
Hut, as De Laveleye has said, 
“labor is man’s action on nature, to the end 
to satisfy his wants, and value is a relation 
between the physical properties of things 
on the one hand, and men’s needs on the 
other. 
The value of things is not deter­ 
mined by the labor employed in their pro­ 
duction, for many things of the same value 
cost very unequal amounts of labor. 
* 
* 
* 
* 
The real basis of a thing’s value is 
its utility— the uses to which it can be 
put.” 
Mr. George advances the old idea that 
the State should possess all land, apply­ 
ing the rents thereof to the wants of the 
needy. As he says : “ N ature gives wealth 
to labor, and to nothing but labor. 
There 
is and can be no article of wealth but what 
labor has gained by making it, or search­ 
ing for it, out of the raw material which 
the Creator has given us to draw from.” If 
this is true, then, as Mr. -Scudder, a recent 
essayist, puts it, private property- in land 
is unjustifiable, and so the doctrine “ leads 
down to chaos. 
* 
* 
* 
Give us once 
the nationalization of the land, and one 
m ust then follow the footstep of the A n­ 
archist and the N ihilist to a lower deep.” 


versal respect, follows the French political 
economist, changing only the order of 
statem ent, and giving land, capital and la­ 
bor as the three factors of production, 
and which, when in hearty co-operation, 
always keep starvation one year distant. 
This w riter flatly pronounces George’s 
premises to be w ithout foundation and his 
conclusions w ithout w arrant, and adopts 
and proves Bastiat's statem ent to be true, 
th at in proportion to the increase of cap­ 
ital, the absolute share (of the product) 
falling to capital is augmented, but the 
relative share is diminished, while the rel­ 
ative share of lalwr is increased both abso­ 
lutely and relatively.” 
T his same w riter 
shows by irrefutable statistics that no peo­ 
ple gain their bread by so little exertion of 
human labor as the people of this country, 
and th a t the wage rate increases. 
Mr. George’s tlaeory put into practice, 
we lielieve, would be communism th at 
would have all things in common, destroy 
self-interest and thus make the indolent 
equal sharers with the industrious. 
Long 
before Mr. George, or any of his contempo­ 
raries, it was claimed as lie holds, th at rent 
absorbs wealth, therefore landlords grow 
ric h ; therefore the remedy is to deprive 
the landlord of his power to collect rent 
by m aking society, as an organization of 
hum an units, the adm inistrator of the 
laud. 
As Mr. Mallock so clearly [winted 
out, “the man who pays rent is poorer, but 
only relatively,” and iiow much poorer de­ 
pends U[>on many conditions. 
W hen the 
rent-paver bv his labor expended on the 
property of another realizes $1, and pays 
one-quarter of it for the use of the capital 
• for the property is the hired tool of his 
labor—he is three-quarters richer, but 
H enry George in so many words savs, in­ 
creased value of the rented land, propor­ 
tionately to the increase of productive 
power, results in rent absorbing the in­ 
creased production—a statem ent wholly at 
variance with the experience of men, yet 
it is the basis for all the old theories upon 
which he founds the claim of an original 
[dan, for the attainm ent of a state of per­ 
fect justice i)t the division of the results of 
man’s application of labor to natural things. 
The practical answer to Mr. George’s 
theory that povcrtv increases on one hand, 
in exact ratio with the augmentation of 
wealth on the other, is disproved by the 
statisticians, who show the laboring classes 
to be better conditioned than ever before; 
the m iddle property classes, home owners, 
more numerous than ever, and both pro­ 
portionately to the increase of the numbers 
of the very rich. 
Mr. Nimmo is the latest—w ithin a lew 
days—to prove this to be true. 
Only a 
little more than a hundred years ago the 
peasant class of Europe was in a condition 
of misery comparable to which their pres­ 
ent state is th at of atfluence. 
In the time 
of Louis XIV ., La Bruyere compared the 
French peasantry to wild animals, sun- 
scorched, chained to the earth and scarcely 
human; living on black bread, water and 
roots— conditions known now in France 
only traditionally. 
But under 
society- 
recognizing land property rights, the con­ 
ditions have grown constantly better, until 
the peasantry of France has become its 
right arm. 
If the doctrine is sound th at 
one man has no right to the particular spot 
of soil he has won by labor, let the answer 
be made to Mallock what right has a 
body of men to it, “ how does a nation, as 
against the rest of the world, differ from a 
landlord as against the rest of his nation?” 
T he consideration of recent essays upon 
these topics m ight be extended almost 
indefinitely ; the sum of the reading of the 
literature of t’qe subject shows seven-tenths 
of it to antagonize H enry George, and all I 
of it to strip him of the claim of origin­ 
ality for his utopian and fallacious, no: to 
say absurd, theories. 


home method has been abandoned. For it 
there has been substituted w hat may be 
called the apprentice plan, for lack of a 
better term. 
J uvenile offenders gathered 
by the State are not herded together, but 
divided into small groups. 
Each of these 
are put into a sort of cottage home at the 
central station, where the best substitute 
for parental control and discipline is em- 
ploved. 
Ju st as soon as the taste, disposi­ 
tion and “ natural bent ” and capacity of 
the child can be fairly determined, he is 
taken by the State’s agent, who must be

—and placed in a home, to be taught 
some useful industry. 
H ere he is removed 
from all old associations, inspired with new 
hopes, and encouraged to new endeavor. 
The State through its agent keeps an eye 
upon hint and visits h im ; he is corre­ 
sponded with, required to report regularly 
and frequently to the agent, and is made 
fully aware th at retrogression or rebellion 
means a loss of the opportunity afforded 
him, severe punishm ent and possible con­ 
finement in a prison for offenders.

boys thus treated turn out well, grow up 
to good citizenship, and arc utterly free

there th at is possible. 
Above all the gross 
error of 
the 
San 
Francisco 
Indus­ 
trial School is avoided, the putting to­ 
gether of all classes, th e throw ing into one 
hum an 
herd 
of 
known 
thieves 
by 
heredity 
and 
mere unfortunate 
lad s; 
hardened offenders and the youth whose 
misfortune lias been the home of intem ­ 
perance and m isrule; the hum an gutter- 
rat, and the boy who has done a single 
wrong; tyros in crime, and the naturally 
vicious : the tim id and those in whom the 
animal predominates, and so on. 
Perhaps the very safest and best plan 
upon which any legislation could proceed 
in California at present, would be the pro­ 
viding of the means in the first place, and 
in the second place investm ent of a proper 
commission of men and women w ith ample 
jiower to establish and enforce such 9 sys­ 
tem as their careful exam ination of all ex­ 
periences may deem best. 
If such a dele­ 
gation of authority can possibly be made 
under the Constitution, it would be wiser 
far than to attem pt by first legislation to 
make out a method of procedure for the 
prevention of crim e in, and the reclama­ 
tion of crim inally inclined and apparently 
unmanageable boys. 
However viewed there is one tiling all 
must agree is settled; th at it is the very 
best economy on the part of the State to 
prevent crim e by reform ing youths, who, 
w ithout care and restraint, will certainly- 
become crim inal charges upon the State. 
In other words, it is easier and cheaper to 
make a good citizen out of a boy at the 
plastic age when his character may be 
molded for life, than to attem pt to check 
crime by punishing the m ature criminal.

W ill his 
appeal bring customers ? 
W ill he not find 
th at his ability to exchange the article 
which he has made for money, or anything 
else, depends solely upon its adaptability 
lo the wants of some one, and not at all 
upon the labor which he has expended 
upon it ?” 
Labor, then, is not th e soie 
factor in production, but nature is an equal 
one. 
The factor, then, th a t may be ap­ 
plied to the natural condition of the thing 
for its improvement or modification, is 
itself a thing to he bought and sold. 
Colins, the Belgian socialist, having pro­ 
posed this problem, " a naked man and 
a planet,” to show th at all wealth is the 
creation ol labor, Scudder solves it thus: 
“ If the planet is as naked as the man, the 
solution would be a dead man and a 
planet.” 
The best, and w hat we deem indisputa­ 
ble, definition of production, is formulated 
by De Laveleye, “ nature, labor and capi­ 
tal.” 
Thus, the agriculturists’ arms are 
labor, th e soil nature, the implements used 
and m anures applied, cap ital; the first 
two precede and create the latter. 
And 
th is sim ple illustration clearly demon­ 
strates the natural harmonious relations 
between labor and capital, and which are 
only disturbed by such fallacious doctrines 
as M r. George advances, and the short­ 
sightedness of some men who believe the 
order of nature can be reversed or broken 
u p w ith benefit. 
Mr. Edw ard Atkinson, a m odem essay- 


managers of juvenile reformatories a great 
deal of original 
testimony, which, of 
course, can be commanded by the Legis­ 
lature. 
The danger in legislation of this kind of 
going wrong is all in the liability-to tread 
old paths, because they are old. 
N othing 
is better settled than this, th at the earlier 
ideas about reform schools were wrong, 
and th a t the most recent experience is u t­ 
terly at variance with the old notions. For 
instance, the Industrial School at San 
Francisco, by its failures, has been made 
one demonstration of the error of clothing 
lads sequestered for reform, in semi-penal 
regalia. 
N othing tends more certainly to 
defeat the purposes of juvenile reform 
than to brand the boy at th e outset as a 
social outlaw. 
The true principle upon 
which to proceed is to blot out the lad’s 
past of error, by not acquainting the world 
with it. 
T hat is to say, the boy is so 
treated th at he is enabled to grow out of 
his past, leave it completely behind him, 
lose his identity of relation to it. 
But 
this cannot be done if lie is imprisoned 
and market! incorrigible. 
Such methods 
only serve to confirm in evil ways. 
In 
short, it is scarcely possible to deter­ 
mine 
w hether 
reform 
has 
been 
achieved 
by 
the 
conduct 
of 
man 
or 
boy 
in 
prison. 
Contact 
with 
the 
w orld; 
repose 
in 
the 
ability 
of the ward to resist tem ptation under ex­ 
posure; the placing in him of tru st; the 
imposition upon him of his own reform ; 
the teaching of the lessons of self-help— 
these are the true methods. 
T his is ac­ 
complished by putting the boys in homes, 
trades, useful vocations, far away from the 
surroundings in which the State found 
them originally. 
Upon this principle fhe 
Boys’ Aid Society of San Francisco pro­ 
ceeds, and with em inent succeee. 
In at least one State of the Union the

It is simply impossible to believe that it 
is seriously contemplated by any legislators 
to i arrv the tyranny of the caucus into 
m atters of general legislation. 
Political 
bosses, rumor has it, have conceived such a 
scheme, and by control of a m ajority of a 
party caucus, hope tq hold legislation by 
the throat, and be enabled to trade at will 
upon any measure from which the slightest 
possible “ boodle” can be squeezed. 
If it 
is for a moment conceded th at even four­ 
teen legislators will sell th eir souls to any 
such infamous scheme, it will amount to 
this, that fourteen men propose to com­ 
mand the entire legislation of the State, 
and thus utterly destroy for one session of 
the Legislature the representative prin­ 
ciple. 
Such a conspiracy would be against 
public policy, and as its practical working 
would be early manifest, the power of the 
law could be invoked for exposition of the 
scheme and its due punishm ent. 
It would 
amount to nothing more or less than 
bribery, and thus be amenable to penal 
laws. 
But il fourteen men should concert 
to carry out such frand, can the belief be 
entertained for a moment th at the remain­ 
ing members of the caucus would consent 
to be bound by its rules, and thus pas­ 
sively play into- the ha»ds of the con­ 
spirators ? 
To assume that they would, is 
to brand the entire twenty-six as unscrup­ 
ulous and dishonest. 
Now we know some 
of these gentlemen—a portion of whom 
have openly 
denounced 
the 
rumored 
scheme— whose votes rum or has it are to 
be thus put upon the m arket by their 
quiescence, and we have faith enough in 
them to refuse to entertain even the sus­ 
picion th at under the party, or any other 
whip, they would become plastic agents in 
the hands of boodle-ringers. 
The same 
faith we are prepared to extend to the 
cases of all others until it shall develop 
th at it is misplaced. LVe refuse to believe, 
therefore, th at the story as it goes has any 
basis of tru th , save in the speculations of 
certain outside schemers, who may be 
using the rumor for the purpose of influ­ 
encing ether ulterior ends. 


ARBOR DAY. 


A bill has been introduced in the Legis­ 
lature making the last Saturday in January 
of each year Arbor Day, and appropriating 
$1,000 to be used for premium purposes to 
encourage arboriculture. 
Of course, these 
premium s are intended prim arily to stim ­ 
ulate a love for tree planting on the part 
of children. 
B ut how far will $1,000 go 
in th at direction among a m illion of peo­ 
ple, in a territory 700 miles in length by 
an average width of 150 m iles? 
The 
State, if it proposes to encourage arbori­ 
culture at all, can afford to do better than 
this—at least, at the outset. 
I t is true the 
State Eoard of Forestry, in their report, 
recommend the setting apart of $1,000— 
the bill, indeed, is th at of the Commission. 
Of course, it will pass; but we subm it th at 
it is short-sighted economy th at lim its the 
premium awards to such a figure as will 
not act as a stim ulant. 
But if only $1,000 
can be secured, then it ought to be pro­ 
vided th at it shall be invested in cer­ 
tificates, medals, or some sort of tokens 
befitting the subject and the great purposes 
to be conserved, and thus a better distribu­ 
tion of awards be made. 


T h e 
Truckee Republican wants 
the 
eastern slope territory of tbe State, from 


the crown ridge of the Sierras, added to 
the State of Nevada. 
Its plea is that 
topographically the people of the slope 
are cut off from California, th at their com­ 
mercial and local interests are all with 
Nevada. 
This is fallacious. 
All our com­ 
mercial lines tend toward tide water. 
The eastern slope people have not ex­ 
pressed themselves as desirous of divorce­ 
m ent from California, and in fact they can 
as easily trade with California as Nevada.

m atter of rainfall, and many other evils. 
T he need exists for intelligent, early and 
comprehensive legislation on the subject.

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


L egislative 
and 
M easures 
Suggested 
Trged by It. 
A meeting of the State Board of H ealth 
was held in 8acramento on W ednesday 
evening, to which several members of the 
Legislature were invited, in order th at they 
m ight be informed upon subjects apper­ 
taining to the sanitary welfare of the peo­ 
ple which the State Board of H ealth deem 
necessary to be brought before the Legisla­ 
ture this winter. 
After the reading and 
approval of the m inutes, the Secretary, Dr. 
Tyrrell, stated that the subjects upon w idth 
legislation is desired are : 
First—That a contingent fund of not less 
than $20,000 be placed at the disposal of 
the Governor for the protection of the State 
from the invasion of infectious and conta­ 
gious diseases, if such should threaten onr 
borders; s :<’h fund to be used only at the 
discretion of the Governor, and by the ad­ 
vice and at the request of the State Board 
of Health. 
It was explained that just now sm all­ 
pox 
was prevailing at 
Guaymas 
and 
along the southern frontier; 
that yellow 
fever was endemic at Mazatlan, in Rosario, 
Guaymas and other towns in close com m u­ 
nication w ith u s ; that at any tim e it may 
become epidemic, and that our only chance 
to escape it was by strict quarantine ol' the 
means of ingress. 
It was also stated that 
' bolera was more than likely to visit ns 
:his coruiDg summer, and that there was 
not a single dollar that could be appropri­ 
ated for thus purpose under the control of 
the Governor. 
After some discussion of the m atter it 
was resolved that the State Board of Health 
ask the Committee on W ays and Means to 
have this money appropriated for the pur­ 
poses stated. 
Second—The State Board of H ealth de­ 
sire that the present law relative to births, 
deaths and marriages, be amended so that 
no hum an body shall be interred, cre­ 
mated or otherwise disposed of without 
first obtaining a perm it from a proper offi­ 
cer appointed for that purpose, and then 
only upon presentation of a certificate 
signed by the attending physician, stating 
tiie name, age, nationality and cause of 
death ; or, if no physician was in attend­ 
ance, then by the Coroner, or otherwise by 
two 
reputable citizens. 
It is thought 
that, by this means, a complete statistical 
record of all tbe deaths in the State could 
be collected, and that crime will be dim in­ 
ished : or. if committed, will be detected— 
whereas now it may lie buried with its 
victim. 
Third—Tbe Board of H ealth 
unani­ 
mously agreed that it was in the interest of 
the State to have all children attending the 
public schools of this State vaccinated, and 
desired a law enacted for that purpose, in 
conformity w ith the usage of New York 
and other States. The Board also seek to 
amend the law relating to local Boards of 
H ealth, so as to compel the organization of 
such Boards in every county in the State, 
and the appointm ent of H ealth Officers. 
In order to do this it was agreed to seek 
m andatory powers for the State Board of 
H ealth, so that where county 
officers 
neglected this duty, or refused to carry out 
the law, that the State Board should have 
the power of itself to organize such Boards, 
as it is a well-known fact that it requires 
efficient organization in order to lessen or 
arrest disease. 
The subject of the office of State Analyst 
was then discussed. 
The State Analyst, 
Professor W . B. Rising, being present, 
stated that it would be impossible for him 
to analyze the m ineral waters ot the State 
w ithout assistance, and therefore asked that 
an appropriation of $5,000 for two years be 
sought for and thought that with that sum 
he could have an analysis of all the princi­ 
pal springs made, which would be official. 
A s this was a subject pertaining essentially 
to tbe welfare of the State, the Board prom­ 
ised to do its utm ost to have such sum eet 
apart for this purpose. 
After tbe discussion of some m atters re­ 
lating to sanitary conditions as influenced 
by food and drink, the meeting adjourned.

A n o th er N ew M ethod of C ollecting Sew­ 
a g e -S u g g e ste d P lan a for C ities. 
C. E . G runsky, civil engineer, of Sacra­ 
m ento, has invented and received letters 
patent for a new system of sew ering cities 
an d tow ns. 
M r. G runsky is a w ell-know n 
citizen, connected w ith th e S tate E ngineer­ 
ing D epartm ent, and has given several 
years of study to m ethods em ployed and 
th e defects In present system s. 
Progress 
in sanitary w orks relating to th e collection 
and disposal of sewage is m arked by a te n ­ 
dency to classify m ore thoroughly th e m a­ 
terial to be handled, and to provide for 
each k in d a separate system of disposal, as 
m ay be best adapted to local conditions. 
C oncerning this subject M r. G runsky says : 
“In th e last few years th e discharge of 
sewage m atter in to stream s Mowing through 
populated districts is m eeting w ith such de­ 
cided opposition th a t it w ill not be long be­ 
fore provisión m us: be m ade to dispose 
a: least o f th e m o9t offensive m atter in 
som e other way. 
It is safe to predict th at 
o f the various m ethods em ployed to de­ 
stroy its offensiveness or to utilize it, none 
w ill find such general favor as its use for 
irrigation and fertilization. 
So long as no 
objection is feated from interested parties, 
th e sim plest and m ost convenient m ethod 
o f disposal undoubtedly Í3 to deliver it into 
flowing stream s. 
■ " W herever th e offensive waste, house 
drainage, etc., cannot be disposed of in the 
sam e w av as rain w ater it oug h t to be col­ 
lected apart from th e latter. T his is essen 
tial to reduce th e q u an tity of m aterial to 
be separately 
disposed o f or 
specially 
treated, and has led to the introduction of 
separate system s of sew ers for sewage pro­ 
per and for rain w ater. 
T he tendency of 
m odern im provem ents is tow ard a strict 
enforcem ent o f th e separate system . 
City 
au thorities m ay som e day find it necessary 
even to com pel a special treatm ent of the 
sewage m atter before it is perm itted to en ­ 
ter th e sewers. 
“ W hen a city is located on very level 
ground it m ay be found desirable, particu­ 
larly from th e standpoint of econom y, to 
com pel th e delivery uf all house and fac­ 
tory waste, etc.. at prescribed elevations, 
th u s securing a h ig h er point of final dis­ 
charge from th e entire system th an could 
otherw ise be attained." 
" 
Mr. G runsky claim s th a t lie deem s his 
system is preferable to a separate system 
and contem plates the m ost econom ical col­ 
lection an d delivery o f sewage at a selected 
outial! point, thence to be finally disposed 
of in th e niann»r th o u g h t advisable by 
local authorities. 
H e th u s describes his 
p la n s : 
' My system of sew erage involves th e use 
of pipes graded to th e am o u n t of sewage, 
and sufficiently sm all to insure velocities 
w hich w ill prevent deposits. 
(They m ust 
be constructed of m aterial having sufficient 
strength to stand the pressure to w hich 
th ey w ill necessarily be subjected as h ere­ 
after explained. 
Pipes of ironstone w ith 
glazed in n e r surface w ill answ er in ordi­ 
nary cases for cities com paratively level.) 
“ Before the sewage enters the sewer 
pipes it is to be delivered into receivers, 
one o f w hich is provided lor each building, 
an d w hich is (w ithin certain lim its) pro ­ 
portioned in size to the am ount of sewage 
, w hich m ay be expected from that building. 
T h is recei ver Is preferably of sheet iron and 
cylindrical, having a sloping bottom in 
th e shape of an Inverted cone frustum . 
P ipes from th e various sinks, closets, b ath ­ 
room s 
etc., lend into this receiver, min 
m u st all be provided at. or above th e point 
w here they enter it, w ith suitable valves to 
prevent a back-flow into the pipes from the 
receiver, w hen th e m aterial in it is subject­ 
ed to pressure. a« I w ill ex p lain . 
" T he receiver I suggest is self-discharg­ 
ing.

SALLY JONES AND I. 


HOW WE. W ERE BILKED OCT OF 


A CHRIST* 4S DINNER. 


A M ournful Story o f Pioneer Life 
in the Gold M ines o f Cen­ 
tral C alifornia. 


It was on Christmas eve in the year 1851 
«’■hat I sat alone in iny log cabin, built upon 
a little eminence overlooking Snake Hol­ 
low Flat, in Drytown, Amador county, 
California. 
For two years I had subsisted principally 
upon Chile beans, flapjacks and coffee.with 
only an occasional bit of fresh Spanish beef 
thrown in as a relish. 
1 was strong and healthy then, full of 
romance and enthusiasm, and blessed with 
that voracious appetite which comes only 
to vigorous youth, in the heyday of life’s 
beautiful morning, and at the period in 
question yearned for one of those gastro­ 
nomic miracles, a New England Christmas 
dinner. 
But how should I get it,or where, in fact, 
anything better than my regular rations on 
the coming morrow “ And thus ruminat­ 
ing, half asleep and half adream, memory 
took me back, in fond remembrance, to the 
dear sweet home f had left but two years 
and eight mot ths b -fore. 
Suddenly I awoke from my delightful 
reverie, to find standing before me Lou and 
Jake Walker, accompanied by their partner. 
Jerry Whitehead. 
" Bloom, what were you dreaming about? 
Wake up 1 To-morrow will be Christmas 
Day, and we came over to give you a deal! 
We want a dinner, a good one, a splendid 
one. a real sockdolager ; whisky siraight to 
start on, then oysters, soup, roast turkey, 
sardines, plum pudding, mince pies, and all 
the delicaeks of the season to boot, thrown 
in as condiments. To come right down to 
business, you must get it up, and we pro­ 
pose to pay liberally for the job, and be­ 
sides, the cook is always counted, so your 
dinner will cost you nothing, and a mighty 
good one it ought to be. as we propose to 
pay you an ounce apiece.'' 
Here was my chance, and I resolved to 
take it, promising to be ready the next day 
at 3 r. u., with a layout the very gods 
would envy. 
1 kept awake that night till 
2 o'clock, planning my bill of fare, and 
early next morning struck out for Burt's 
store, where I laid in a supply of canned 
ovsters, turkeys, chickens, sardines, raisins, 
dried apples, cloves, cinnamon, beef and 
suet; and then, going over to Jack Wor­ 
ley's, borrowed all his wife's spare dishes, 
spoons and knives and forks, ran around 
to Uncle Daniel Baxters and got agallón 
of No. 1 Kentucky whisky, and at last 
started home in high glee at the prospect of 
a splendid dinner, after having spent just 
$48, or, as we used to say in those days, 
three ounces. I calculated I had a suf­ 
ficiency of raw material 
including the 
whisky) for live person- and so concluded 
to invite Sally Jones, the belle of Drytown, 
daughter of old Sant Jones, who hailed 
from Buchanan township, Clay county, 
Missouri, to come over and partake of the 
festivities of the occasion. 
I don’t exactly know how I came to in­ 
vite Sally, but tire day before, as I was go­ 
ing down the creek to wash my shirt. I 
passed her mother,w ho was milking the old 
mooley cow, and wishing to 3ay something 
besides “ Goodafternoon, Mrs. Jones,' re­ 
marked that this was the way a man had to 
do in California, “ wash bis own shirt, 
cook his own grub, mend his own pants, 
and make his own bed.’1 
“ Why don’t you get married, you young 
fool, and have a wile to do such work for 
you?” she replied, as she picked up her 
milking stool, and was about to start lor 
the house. “ How could I find a wife in 
this country ?” I said ; 
there are ten 
thousand men to one woman here/' not for 
one moment thinking of Sally. 
Oh, you 
tlax round, my son, and you won’t have to 
go far; you hear your Aunt Nancy Jones 
of old Buchanan, Clay county, Missouri, 
you do.” 
Then I remembered how punctually Sally 
had come over to my cabin every day at 
noon to take her lesson upon theaccordeon, 
how we had sung duets together, and how 
often I had desired to have her stop to din­ 
ner, yet had not the heart to ask her to sit 
down to Chile beans, slapjacks and coffee 
straight; and so when Lon, Jake Walker 
and Jerry Whitehead came in that night 
and proposed to pay me three ounces to get 
them up a Christmas blow-out, I saw my 
way clear to kill two birds with one stone, 
and, going to sleep at 2 o'clock, was soon 
dreaming of turkeys, chickens, m nee and 
pumpkin pies, and that paragon of beauty, 
Bally Jones, the dear little, sweet little 
belle of Drytown, Amador county, and 
pride of every miner within a radius of 
fifty m iles! 
On my way back I called at the old peo­ 
ple's cabin, and, finding Mrs. Jones within, 
asked if Sally could go over and have din- 
Tier with me, telling her what I was going 
to prepare, and how the two Walker 
brothers and Jerry Whitehead were going 
to foot the hill, and that a!¡ I wanted to fill 
my cup of happiness to the brim was to 
have Saliy go along and share the profits. 
“ Whv, to be sure she can go poor child. 
Do yott*know that critter never ate a Christ­ 
mas" dinner in all her life, and come to 
think It 6Véf, why not take her now to sort 
of help you out: She is a right Smart 
chance of a cook, she is, and some day or 
other wil. make some man a right pert 
little wife. Here, Sally, my child, put on 
vour sun-bonnet and help Bloom pack 
over those do-goods,’ and when you get 
there, 
pick 
the 
raisins, 
chop, the 
meat, set some salt rising, and make 
him a pone of bread that you can 
bake in his little Dutch oven. Sweep the 
cabin, do up his bed, and set things to 
rights generally, and don’t touch mat ac- 
cordeon till dinner is over; and now git up 
and git, both of you, for there is no time to 
lose ; and you, Sally, be sure and make the 
place look "cheerful.” 
In less than no time we were on our 
way, but as bad luck would have it, had to 
pass Whitehead’s cabin. He saw us, peep­ 
ing through a chink hole, and in slang 
parlance " smelt a rat,” and hastily going 
over to Jake and Lon’s told them my 
whole plan, which he understood as weil 
as though I had told him. 
To make a loug story shore. Bally and I 
got up a spleudicf dinner, and at precisely 
2 f . m . I unhung my door, to use for a 
table, standing it upon two empty whisky 
barrels, whiltt she ran over home and took 
oil one of the flonr-sack sheets of her bed, 
from which to improvise a table cloth. 
The door was short and narrow, and 
when we got it set, and the guests had ar­ 
rived, there was only room for three to sit 
down, and so Bally waited upon them, 
while I dished up and did the carving. 
First, the whisky went the way of all the 
earth ;for men could drink in those days.) 
Then followed the oyster soup, sardines 
and chicken. The three cans of turkey 
stood the test just five minutes by the 
little detached lever watch that Bally had 
brought all the way across the plains, that 
same year; and in five more but a quarter 
of mince pie out of six remained. 
The pone of salt rising bread stood up 
gallantly, but finally had to go, and soon 
after, when not a "crumb remained, the 
three hungry devtls declared they had bar­ 
gained for a" square meal, and simultane­ 
ously bringing their brawny fists down on 
the cabin door, swore by all the gods of 
war they were bound to have one . that I 
had taken the contract and must give them 
satisfaction or fight, no matter at what 
cost. 
The whiskv had made them wud, and I 
had no alternative hut to send Sally down 
to Bust’s for another invoice, while I my­ 
self struck out for the chaparral to gather 
sufficient fuel to cook the Second coarse.

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THE DEFOSITS Di THE FOOTHILLS 
OF THE SIERRAS. 


W here they are L ocated—How they 
are AVorked—Y ield o f Gold 
—E xtent—Etc. 


The gravel-mining region proper of Cali­ 
fornia is on the western slope and foothills 
of the Sierras, beginning with Mariposa 
county on the south, and extending north 
into Plumas. 
The importance of 
the 
gravel deposits increases as we go from 
Tuolumne to Calaveras, and thence to Ama­ 
dor. El Dorado. Placer, Nevada and Sierra 
are the great mining counties, and there is 
a gradual falling off in Butte and Plumas, 
where the mines are nearing exhaustion. 
This region of auriferous grave! is also 
traversed by numerous quartz veins. There 
seems to be an intimate connection between 
the metal gold and the mineral quartz. A 
large portion of the gold obtained through­ 
out the world comes from the debris of 
such veins and rocks, formed by the opera­ 
tion of those eroding and disintegrating 
agencies which are and have been at work 
forever since rocks began to be formed. 
The geographical range of the gravel is 
much more extensive than that of the 
quartz veins—at least of such as are pro­ 
ductive. 
Gold was discovered by Marshall at Co­ 
lonia. in El Dorado county, January 19,1848. 
The discovery was almost in the centet oí 
the great auriferous gravel deposit. In the 
case of ordinary gold wasiiing it is neces­ 
sary to separate the gold from the sand and 
gravel. The simplest implement for effect­ 
ing this is the pan, a sheét-iron or tin ves­ 
sel with a fiat bottom, a -foot or more in 
diameter. It is partly filled with the ma­ 
terial to be operated on, and then, with the 
repeated additions oi water, shaken with a 
peculiar motion not easily described, the 
earthy articles being allowed to pass over 
the edge of the utensil, until finally naught 
but the precious metal remains. The next 
most simple instrument used in gold wasii­ 
ing is the “ rocker " or “ cradle," a wooden 
trough about forty inches long, twenty 
widej and a hopper twenty inches square, 
the bottom of which is á piece of sheet- 
iron pierced with holes half an inch in 
diameter. The “ long tom " is a sort of 
enlarged cradle, without the rocking mo­ 
tion. These implements 
were 
exten­ 
sively used 
in 
49 
and the 
early 
fifties, 
but long 
since gave 
way 
to 
better 
and 
more 
economical 
devices. The so-called " sluice” is almost 
universally employed, whether the opera­ 
tions carried on be on a large or a small 
scale. The object oi the sluice is to imi­ 
tate nature as closely as possible, by allow­ 
ing auriferous sands and gravels to be car­ 
ried by water over the bottom of a box 
provided with riffles which detain the gold 
as it settles to the bottom. A great quan­ 
tity of material can thus be washed, be­ 
cause the sluice can be made very wide and 
the current allowed to flow rapidly. The 
loss of gold to which this rapidity of mc- 
tifti would otherwise give rise is prevented 
by making the sluice very long, tuat in the 
North Bloomfield mine being 1,800 feet in 
length. The riffles which serve to detain 
the gold are made of various materials, and 
arranged in different ways. Square blocks 
o: ir.ne wood, laid side by side, so as to 
have spaces of an inch or inch and a haif 
between them are much in use. Some use 
the longitudinal riffles, others use round 
stones .nstead of blocks. The riffles are 
also 
charged 
with 
quicksilver. 
The 
“ sluice" seems to have been introduced in 
1851. 
In 1849 and 1850 at leas: 50.000 miners 
were at work on the flanks of the Sierras, 
a: least nine-tenths of them engaged in 
what is called river mining, that is, wash­ 
ing the accumulations of sand ami gravel 
along the channels o! the present rivers, or 
in their immediate vicinity. 
This was 
done either by attacking the " bars,” as the 
sand and gravel banks along the river are 
ailed, during the season of low water, orby 
" fiuming ” the streams: that is, taking up 
the water in wooden flumes, constructed 
along the banks for some distance so as to 
leave the bed o; the river dry and accessible 
at all points. Such localities, on the prin­ 
cipal streams In tne hear: of the gold re­ 
gion, were often found exceedingly rich, 
and they have ali been washed over and 
over, in some casos a dozen times, until 
they have become almost exhausted, so as 
to be no longer worth working, except here 
and there a party of Chinese miners, con­ 
tent with very moderate gains, may find it 
worth while to attack them. 
Along the 
sides of the canyons, in rich districts, the 
crevices between the projecting edges of the 
slate, in the ravines or so-called “ gulches,” 
leading down to the rivers, were, dur­ 
ing the early years of gold mining, 
scraped out with’ knives and the detritus 
thus obtained panned out, often yielding 
large returns. "From the spring of 1S4S to 
1851 nearly all the mining was prosecuted 
as has been described, that in the river beds 
being called " wet diggings,'' and that in 
the ravines' ' dry diggings." As localities 
of that character could not furnish room 
for al!, search began to be made on higher 
ground, away from the rivers, and quartz 
mines were opened, the outcrops of many 
of the veins being very conspicuous. The 
diggings gradually extended to the fiats, 
and to higher ground where the gravel was 
no: so rich as in the riverbeds; more of the 
material had to be handled in oirder ;o se­ 
cure the same amount of gold. The neces­ 
sity for improvement in washing facilities 
was apparent. This led to the invention 
of the so-called “ hydraulic method '.o f 
mining, which dates from the year 1852, 
and is to be credited to Edward E. Matte- 
son, a native of Sterling, Connecticut. 
This was improved upon from time to time 
until it was apparently perfected. It, with 
its giant nozzles, tore down mountains, 
would attack a three hundred-foot bank of 
gravel as a man-of-war would bombard a 
citv. This became so great a mover of 
earth that the valley people complained it 
would fill the rivers with debris, destroy 
navigation and work ruin upon the valleys. 
Long litigation ensned, and resulted in the 
enjo.nmeat-of all mines worked by the hy­ 
draulic process. This decision of tiieCourt 
shut down a score of mines that were annu­ 
ally taking out millions of gold, and the 
working of which constituted the prosper­ 
ity of the counties in which they were lo­ 
cated. 
. 
These detrital gravel deposits are not dis­ 
tributed over the fianks of tho Sierra in 
any scch way as they would have been if 
they were the result of the action of the 
sea. On the contrary, there is reason to be­ 
lieve mat they consist of materials which 
have been brought down from the moun­ 
tain heights above and deposited in pre­ 
existing valleys. Sometimes very narrow 
accumulation^, simple beds of ancient 
rivers, and at other times in wide lake-lilce 
expansions of former water-courses: and 
this under the action of causes similar to 
those now existing, but probably of con­ 
siderably greater intensity. Tbis deposition 
of detritus, for the most part auriferous, 
took place daring the later pliocene epoch, 
and not as late as ;he drift or diluvial 
pcrjod, as is abundantly proved by the 
character of the remains of plants and land 
animals which arc imbedded in it. The 
deposition of this auriferous detritus was 
succeeded throughout the whole extent of 
the Sierra Nevada by a tremendous out­ 
break of volcanic'energy, dnring which the 
auriferous gravel was covered by a heavy 
accumulation of volcanic sediment, ashes, 
pumice, and the 
like, 
finally wind­ 
ing 
up by 
a general outpouring of 
lava, 
which naturally flowed irotn the 
summits 
of 
the 
Sierra 
through 
the valleys, into the lake-like expansions, 
filling them up and covering over the aurif­ 
erous gravels, which were to remain for 
ages, as it were, in a hidden treasure cham­ 
ber. concealed under hundreds of feet in 
thickness of an almost indestructible mate­ 
rial. 
In many localities the auriferous gravels 
have been entirely covered by volcnaic 
overflows, either of solid lava or detrital 
materials. This capping, or "cement,” as it 
ha3 sometimes been termed by miners, has 
never been removed, so that the under­ 
lying beds are entirely concealed, and there 
is sometimes a mass of unproductive rock 
several hundred feet in thickness piled 
over the gravel in which the gold is found. 
Mines of tbis character cannot be worked 
profitably by the hydraulic process, and 
are prosecuted by what ,s termed the 


“ drift” or “ tunnel mining.” Some local- 
ties, notably Bottle Hill and Mameluke 
Hill, near Georgetown, in 
El Dorado 
county, and Sonora Table Mountain, in 
Tuolumne, were worked by the tunneling 
process and millions of dollars extracted. 
The hills look as they did of yore, but they 
are honeycombed with tunnels and air 
shafts. This method consists simply in 
driving and tunneling in the channel and 
bringing out the pay dirt in cara, or 
otherwise, to be sluiced, exactly as is the 
pay dirt obtained by river or bar mining. 
6ne of the most remarkable gravel de- 
E 
osits known of was at the Sugar Loaf, a 
ill on fhe south side of Weber creek, and 
about a mile below Diamond Springs, in El 
Dorado county. An area of about 800 leet 
long and 200 feet wide was drifted out, and 
has since then been washed off so as to 
have removed the entire hill. The gravel, 
which averaged about fifty feet in thick­ 
ness, and was not tapped at all with vol­ 
canic materials, was tuetamorphic, well 
washed, and contained a good many quartz 
pebbles, hut 110 large bowlders, stones of 
more than 100 pounds weight being rarely 
found. Most of the pebbles which were 
not of quaitz were thoroughly decomposed, 
and the mass of failings slacked quickly on 
exposure to the air. The total yield of this 
deposit is said to have been in excess ot 
<1.000,000. The water used in piping off' 
ti.’is sugar loaf was brought several miles 
in iron pipes, crossing many ridges and 
deep depressions. 
• 


l.OLD QUARTZ MINKS. 
Mining in auriferous quartz in California 
has been a fickle business, conferring large 
fortunes on a few, and inflicting serious 
losses on many. The majority of mills 
have been unprofitable investments, in 
most case3 put up to sell mines, by specu­ 
lators, and most of the mines which have 
been worked at various times since 1851, 
when quartz mining began on the western 
slope of the Sierra Nevada, are now aban­ 
doned. Oniy one prominent mine in the 
State has been worked continuously for 
twenty-five years, and that is the Sierra 
Buttes. There are perhaps from 100 to 100 
gold quartz mines that are now worked 
with a profit in California. In 1881, only 
twelve belonging to incorporated compa­ 
nies paid dividends. Of these, the most 
profitable was the Standard Consolidated, 
of Bodie, east of the Sierra Nevadas, in 
Mono county; the amount distributed 
among the stockholders in the year being 
$975,000. 
In 
the 
three 
years 
end­ 
ing 
February 
1, 
1882, 
the 
divi­ 
dends amounted to $2,475,000, and the 
gross yield was $5,500,000. 
Next 
in 
value to the Standard is the Idaho, of 
Grass Valley, Nevada county. In 1881 it 
paid $203,000 in dividends. The mine was 
opened in 1869, ami at the end of 1881 had 
yielded about $6.600,000 gross and $3,100.- 
()00 in dividends. The figures since that 
date are not at hand, but the mine has 
ever been a valuable property. The Idaho 
is working a pay chute which, nearer the 
surface, was in possession of the Grass 
Valley Eureka Company, which, between 
1865 and 1S77, obtained $4,600,000 gross 
and $2,134,000 net. This ore body has, 
therefore, in seventeen years, or up to 1881, 
paid $11,000,000 gross and $5,200,000 net. 
Bince that date the mines" have paid large 
amounts in dividends, and still are worked 
with handsome profits. It is said that the 
Haywards mine, at Sutter Creek, produced 
$11,000,000 gross; the Massachusetts, of 
Nevada City, $5,000,000 ; the Gold Hill, of 
Nevada City, $'.,000,000; the Keystime, of 
Sutter Creek, $2.000,00*); the Oneida, of 
Sutter Creek, $1,500,000; the Black Bear 
mine, in Siskiyou, $2,000 000, and various 
other mines in Amador, E! Dorado, 1’lacer 
and Nevada counties from $500,000 to 
$1.000,00*). The auriferous lodes are numer­ 
ous in California, and are the main hope 
for the future gokl-production of the State.

with a pelting snow-storm, but the cold 
was not severe. 
It was the first sleighing 
of the winter, and sleigh-bells jingled mer­ 
rily. The day was generally enjoyed, in 
old-time fashion, in family reunions and 
festivities. 
Services in all the churches 
were appropriate and well attended. Some 
of the churches varied the usual exercises 
by a distribution of gifts to the poor. They 
consisted of every variety of provisions, 
groceries, clothing and inoney. making 
glad many poverty-stricken homes with 
the abundance of Christian charity. 
Following the joys of Christmas, comes 
the close of the year—a tim e of thought­ 
fulness to communities as well as individ­ 
uals; a taking account of stock, a rem em ­ 
brance of the blessings that the vanishing 
year has brought before we are launched 
upon the current of the unknown and un­ 
tried. 
An Eastern winter, although too cold 
for Californians, has a beauty of its own. 
The few days of moderate weather, which 
intervened between tbe first severities of 
December, and tbe present “ hard spell,” 
began with a dense white mist, which 
closely sbiouded the landscape all the 
morning hours. 
About noon the curtain 
lifted . the sun broke out. disclosing a rare 
spectacle. Every tree and shrub was coated 
with a film of ice, even tiie smallest twig, 
dashing in the sun, outlined in dazzling 
distinctness against tbe cloudless, intense 
blue, “ like the body of heaven in, its clear­ 
ness," of a northern w inter skv. 
" I t was 
a sight for sair een," and while the eye 
feasted upon it a light breeze swept the tree 
tops, and down came the dainty, sparkling 
crystals, filling the air with a shower of 
tiny stars. The only element of life ir. the 
scene was tbe bright-coated jay, with his 
harsh cry. exultant, jubilant, defiant of 
winter. 
He is always ready to welcome 
the sunshine, noisily busy with the few 
berries, which stil! cling to the stems of the 
m ountain a s h ; though where he hides, 
and how he lives, when the fierce tempest 
sweep the lands, the dear Father, who 
takes care of him, alone knows. 
The lady managers of the Magdalen Ref- 
ure for fallen women, at Des Moines, have 
made a most earnest and touching appeal 
to the public to help sustain their charge 
through the bitter winter weather. E n­ 
dowed by the State, the institution is de­ 
pendent on voluntary aid for current ex­ 
pensed. They ask for food, fuel anti cloth­ 
ing. 
Very pathetic is their story. 
Most of 
the inmates are m others their age3 rang­ 
ing from US to 14 years. 
Their infants are 
provided with homes outside the institu­ 
tion as soon as possible. Very few remain 
over two years. These poor girls are not 
reclaimed from the gilded palaces of sin, 
but mostly from the shadows of grim pov­ 
erty. to which disgrace bad added a deeper 
shade. One of them burst into tears at 
the gift of a while apron, saying that she 
had wanted one all her life, but had never 
been able to obtain it. 
W ould that their 
cause might reach the hearts of some of 
our wealthy Californians who have m uch 
of this world's goods, and that they would 
send a Xew Year's gift to these erring but 
penitent sisters. 
The therm om eter registers 22° below 
zero to-day. with a hiring norther, which 
makes it seem even colder than the figures 
indicate. This first week in January is 
usually considered the “ back-bone of the 
winter." 
It seems to be a pretty stiS one 
this time. 
Thank God for California ! May a happy 
New Year fill its favored homes with bless­ 
ings 
May its people be worthy of their 
beloved land.
